A General Summary -of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


7 ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in tbe 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories; of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climaxof all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the

Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical, body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe. 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 


with a triunity of specific attributes. God 
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in his perfection and power is the God-Man 
or the Man-God, the Seed of universal 
perpetuity. Jesus the Christ was God Al- 
mighty; the Holy Spirit was the product 
of his transmutation, or the burning of 
his body. 

Messianic Law.—The coming of the 
Messiah is as inevitable as the reproduc- 
tion of the seed. The divine Seed was 
sown nineteen hundred years ago; the 
firstfruit is another Messianic personality. 
The Messiah is now in the world, declar- 
ing the scientific Gospel.

oreshan Universology. All through the ages there 
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have been virginal orders, even before the disclosure of 
the Christian era. The purpose for which these orders 
have been perpetuated through the previous ages of 
the world, is for the conservation of the sex potency of 
virginal life, to be heaped up for the impulse of the suc- 
ceeding dispensation. This principle cannot be under- 
stood except through an understanding of the great 
fact that the most subtle essences of creation are as 
substantial as the grosser things of being, which appeal 
to the tangible sense. 

The mental force of affection (called love) is a sub- 
stance. It can be restrained, and its potency directed 
and utilized. For this reason the orders of chastity 
with virgins, and celibacy with men have been organized 
and perpetuated that the race might be preserved from 
utter annihilation. If there were no laws of the re- 
straint of sex potencey, the race would merge more and 
more into the vices of sensual generation, and race sui- 
cide would inevitably be the disastrous result. The pres- 
ervation of the race from utter depravity and annihila- 
tion is in the institution of the orders of restraint, by 
which the world is rendered chaste.

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THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 


The Endeavor to Settle the Franco-German Difficulty; Patching up 
the Peace of Europe; Roosevelt and the Senate. 


fe in INTEREST of the diplomatic world centers in 
Algeciras, a little Spanish town where representa- 
tives of all the great powers are now convened to settle 
a question which has begun to be very perplexing in 
Europe. It relates to the conduct of affairs in Mo- 
rocco; but behind this apparently simple problem there 
are other considerations immediately involving the 
balance of power in Europe. It is easy to state the 
object of this conference, not so easy to disentangle the 
complicated interests involved. It is clear that more 
depends upon this meeting than appears upon the out- 
side, when a French writer in the. Revue des Deux 
Mondes goes so far as to say that the incidents grow- 
ing out of this question threaten the peace of Europe, 
so great is the venom aroused. 
The President of the United States was invited to 
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name delegates to this conference, and apropos of his 
action, a violent debate took place in the Senate upon 
the propriety of limiting the functions of these dele- 
gates to the discussion of commercial questions so as 
to prevent any unpleasantness. It has been thought 
that the President was inclined to let the executive 
functions encroach upon the senatorial; but the gentle- 
man who requested the Senate to restrict the functions 
of the delegates, was forcibly reminded that he was try- 
ing to encroach upon the executive functions. The 
debate bas served to turn the scale in favor of the 
President, and to remand to him the constitutional 
right toforward his own instructions to the representa- 
tives he has chosen. The senatorial functions seem to 
be to find as much fault as possible with the executive 


head. Perhaps this is one reason why the President is 


looking forward, so the papers tell us, to hunting big 
game and shooting a tiger (not the Tammany tiger) 
in Africa as soon as he is a free citizen. 

The International Conference means a great deal to 
this country, if its interests are properly handled in the 
face of European politics. The open door and free 
rights to all the powers is the aim in view. Now, 
in regard to the delicate questions involved in the 
policing of Morocco by France, it would seem that her 
desire is to attempt to win by conciliation. That this 
question means a distinct crisis in European affairs, 
may be seen by the invitation to all the powers to 
share in the deliberations at Algeciras. Some alarm- 
ists have expressed great fears lest a rupture might 
ensue in the entente cordiale between the United States 
and both the supremely interested nations. 

The three objects that France has had in view, as 
stated by M. Réné Doumie in the literary review al- 
ready mentioned, comprise a diplomatic campaign by 
means of which the foreign office should negotiate with 
each of the powers in turn, to obtain for France a 
free hand in Morocco; secondly, persuasive measures 
brought to bear upon the sultan, showing him the ad- 
vantages of French supremacy and leading him to con- 
sent to the participation of France in the government 
of his empire; thirdly, the policy of France included 
the progressive transformation of Morocco into a 
modern state through the development of its activities 
by France in concert with the sultan’s government. It 
was a: fine program, but, alas! there is a watchful eye 
over France, and devise whatsoever she may, the 
watcher on the Rhine is ready to tap her on the 
shoulder with a ''Halte-1à.' 

As M. Doumic observes, the consent, at least the 
tacit approval, of Germany has always been necessary in 
forming her extra-European states and developing her 
colonial empire along the Mediterranean. France had 
concluded an agreement with England in 1904, and also 
with Spain, nor had she neglected to treat with Italy, 
agreeing not to frustrate Italy’s designs in Tripoli; but 
Germany is harder to manage when it comes to the 
question of the supremacy of France over any country. 
Count von Biilow has defined the empire of his country 
to be, not merely territorial, but commercial and moral, 


so that no great event can take place in the world w 
out some expression of opinion, some interventiot 
the part of Germany. In neglecting to assure herse 
the consent of Germany, France was laying up tro 
for the future. The result has been an internatio 
conference at a tardy hour, to avoid if possible 
prospect of a war. ; Í 

The object of Germany is evidently to defeat Fra 
and prevent her from absorbing Morocco as she absor 
Tunis, by placing this territory under internatio 
supervision. The sultan is to be moulded to the 
peror’s will. To avoid offending either France, 
counts upon the United States as her ally, or Germa 
who is on friendly terms with us; to secure thel 
commercial rights for the expansion of our indust 
in the East, and to prevent disagreements if pos 
among the powers—such is the task, by no meanse 
set before the representatives of this country atà 
ciras.

The Phenicians' idea of creation was “a dark and 
windy air and a turbid chaos resembling Erebus,” 
which ''became enamored of its own first principles 
(the chaos); and thus was the beginning of the crea- 
tion of things., The Chinese, who claim to have existed 
as a nation for thousands of years, say that ''before 
this time there was another clear opening, heaven and 
earth; and before that even was the same, there being 
no beginning or ending. One world follows another as 
each day does the night, and man was generated by the 
transmutation of air.” 

The Babylonians say they were taught of things by 
Oannes (the fish-god); that there “was a time when 
there existed nothing but darkness, an abyss of waters, 
wherein resided the most hideous beings, which were 
produced by a two-fold principle; and that they had 
attributes of all the beasts. The person who ruled over 
them was a woman, Thalath, meaning the sea; and 
some interpret, the moon. Belus came and cut the 
woman asunder, forming heaven and earth, and de- 
stroyed the animals within her. Belus (or Jupiter) sepa- 
rated the heavens from the earth and reduced the uni- 
verse to order, after which he cut off his own head; and 
the blood being mixed with the earth, brought forth 
man. He also formed the sun, moon, planets, and 
stars.” 

The Egyptians believed in Ra, the uncreated One; 
then in Osiris and Isis, the sun and the moon; and in 
the transmigration of souls; hence, their worship of 
Apis the bull, who was. from “the cow who conceived 
from a spark from heaven''—the cow being the goddess 
of conception, the bull, the god who creates life. The 
Scandinavians have a similiar mythology of creation— 
in the cow Andhumbla, licking the frost that had ac- 
cumulated from the mingling of the sunlight and ice, 
the first portions of creation; and from this came Bari, 
father of Burr, father of Odin, the inventor of Runic 
writing. 

Volumescould be written of these early mythologies. 
We have culled these from many, to show that how- 
ever clothed may be the language, through all are the 
same truths—the involution of the seed and the evolu-

GOVERNOR BROWARD'S scheme for drainage of the 
Everglades of Florida is now under vigorous opposition. 
The validity of the new law is attacked, and the United 
States Court is asked to enjoin the drainage scheme and to 
declare the law authorizing it null and void. The plaintiff 
in the action is the Southern States Land and Timber Com- 
pany. Reasons given for the action seem plausible and 
sufficient ground for complaint. A principal basis is that 
the law is unconstitutional; and other grounds and reasons 
outlined are that tax is not imposed on lands in the drain- 
age district, but on lands and properties which will not be 
benefited by the drainage scheme, and that right of way for 
canals, etc., for drainage has never been secured. It is 
likely that a strong fight will be put up against the drain- 
age measure. Whatever may be the object of the land 
company in seeking to restrain the state executives from 
carrying out the scheme, we are glad that obstacles are in 
the way of its execution. We hope the opposition will be 
so effective as to absolutely prevent the destruction of the 
great natural wonder of Florida and of the world, for the 
benefit of such capitalists who may invest heavily in the 
undertaking and reap rich rewards on lines of graft and 
land grants. We have shown in past issues that to drain 
the Everglades would be to destroy the climate of Florida, 
extending the frost line to the Florida Strait. This valid 
and most vital ground for opposition to the drainage scheme 
is seemingly not advanced by the complainants in the above 
action; but we trust that if allelseshould fail, the public may 
be brought to realize the positive danger such an undertak- 
ing would be to Florida’s climate, and to take proper action 
to prevent the dire results.
